slafT. 

The utmost secrecy has veiled her 
labors, but In some way Thomas A. 

on, who, deaf himself, is in- 
tensely Interested In the work 
ameliorating the discomforts of 
deafness, heard of Mrs. Bom's ei 

perimentS and instructed Miss 
Helen Keller, the retuatkablo deaf- 
hlind woman, herself a living e\ 

ample of what education can accom- 
plish for the physically afflicted, to 

make a personal investigation. 

Miss Keller came to Columbus,

Virginia. Departing from her 
custom oh previous visits, sin 

fused to grant any Interviews or

Prom 
other sources, however, it was 
learned that it was only with the 
greatest difficulty that the deaf 
pupil could bo made to distinguish 
tone values. There are days when 
she Is able to hoar certain sounds, 
but these must be pitched in the 
proper k< 

The first step was to teach her 
rudiments of music, particularly 

time values, then the tones Of the 

first octave were taken up, one at 

a time, and mastered. Improvised 
compositions containing these eight 
notes in vaiious relations were tried 
add at the present time the girl is 
able to gtve a very creditable per- 
formance* 

Miss Sattler is not able to heat 
her own voice, and must rely on her 
memory and sensations that the 
vibrations of the vocal cords 
register on her palate, to tell her 
thai she is singing tlw* propot tones. 
Instruction was extremely tedious 

to both teacher and pupil. Miss 

Sattler would be told to sing a 
certain note and her teacher would 
patiently indicate to her as to 
Whethei her tone Was high or low, 
repeating the directions time and 
time again until the note was mas- 
tered. So each lone was taken up 
separately, then chords and com- 
binations of tones. 

Miss Sattler is one of the family 
of eight children of a Cleveland 
bricklayer, and has been a student 
at the school for deaf for ten years. 

Mrs. Born selected her because of 
her general Intelligence and adapta- 
bility 

Her instructor is an accomplished 
teaehet of voice and daughter of the 
late Prof. Bokhart, former super 
visor of music in the Columbus 
Public Schools. Her husband is 

president of the Hosier 0o« 

lumbus Co. She hopes to continue 
her experiments and is confident

The Wind. Wave and War Trf- 
lmliition» of Holland, 

By Henry M. Hall 

Floods and war problems are now 
troubling this interesting country. 
Rifts in the war clouds of Europe, 
give us from time to time glimpses 
of this ancient little kingdom, which 
reveals almost an insurmountable 
difficulties with which she has to 
contend in this critical period of her 
present career. Sea storms, waves, 
water, and tornadoes, have been 
from her earliest history her persis- 
tent enemies. She has quite recent- 
ly met with great flood disasters 
from old ocean. About one- fourth 
of her limited area has recently 
been flooded by vast breaks in her 
great sand-dune dykes. The whole 
extent of her territory hardly ex- 
ceeds 200 x 150 miles. 

Holland but two or three cen- 
turies ago was, notwithstanding her 
small size, one of the three ruling 
powers of Europe, by her marine 
supremacy. Although her ancient 
grandeur, and political power, has 
given place to modern methods for 
prosperity , and has been happy in 
her industries, yet this terrible up- 
heaval of Europe, and the mines, 
submarine and naval warfare around 
her ports. Besides the influx of 
upwards of a million Belgium war 
refugees has tested to an extreme 
her patience and wealth. Added to 
those tremnedous difficulties recently 
has been the third or fourth greatest 
flood disaster of her history. This 
calamity is costing Holland millions 
of money, and hence untold suffer- 
ing and toil. Her everlasting 
enemy, old ocean, not to be exceed- 
ed by greater enemies in the present 
war conditions, although possess 
but about 4,ocx>,ooo population, she, 
like her little neighbor, Switzerland, 
has an efficient army of nearly one- 
half million well-drilled civilians, as 
a strong wall of "Preparedness." 
In a short time many of her neutral 
ships have been destroyed by mines 
and submarines, and her commerce 
very seriously damaged by both 
English and German war methods. 

This serious menace to her pro- 
sperity [and safety may yet lead this 
industrious people into defensive 
attitude. As this maritime king- 
dom is a pivotal place upon the 
English Channel and North Sea, 
her military power, if thrown upon 
one side or the other at this critical 
juncture, would be productive of 
great results. Germany has for 
years looked upon her little Dutch 
sister with longing eyes, while Eng- 
land always desires her as a " Buffer 
State," like that of Belgium, and 
while five years iu Europe, not long 
before this war, the writer was 
greatly interested while touring this 
wonderful country, whose century- 
stru gg^ e with Spain for Freedom, is 
so well described by Motley's Rise of 
the Dutch Republic. Its people, its
